After tftrse maps liave been made, 
the farm owners of that commun­ 
ity 
will be called together to 
discuss the land use capibllltles of 
their farms 
After this meeting 
the 
.Soil 
Conservation 
service 
technicians from the Do Leon of­ 
fice will work with the farmers 
in making conservation plans for 
the individual farms. These plans 
will be developed with the farm er 
or rancher, using all inform ation­ 
al surveys, so as to determine the 
proper land use. the treatm ent, 
and practices need for every part 
of the farm, so as to have as 
complete a Job of soil and water 
conservation 
as 
possible. 
The 
work called for In the plans may 
be completed over a long period 
of time, but the design, specifi­ 
cations. and objectives of 
the 
farm as a unit are made before 
the work is started. Plans for the 
terrace system, methods of pro­ 
perly disposing of terrace run­ 
off water, methods of gully con­ 
trol, and various pasture develop­ 
m ent measures are decided upon, 
and in general planning is done i 
for both mechandicai and vegeta- j 
tive control. 
After the plans are completed 
and approved by both the dis­ 
trict and the farmer, the District 
will give technical assistance 
the farmers as they get to the 
job of establishing conservation 
measures and treatm ent on their 
farms This will include running 
and staking water ways for pro­ 
per size to take care of the ex­ 
pected run-off. running contour 
furrow and strip crop lines, and 
furnishing requested information 
about crop rotation, grazing sys­ 
tems etc. 
The Board of Supervisors ap­ 
pointed a committee to make a r­ 
rangements for the printing of 
the District Program
